DESIGNATED DEPARTMENT for grants in amounts less than $50.000 to a recipient in any

fiscal year:

(1) The Settlement Expense Program;

(i1) The Incentive Purchase Program:

(ii1))  The Single Family Rehabilitation Program; and

(iv) The Emergency Assistance Program;

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, that except as expressly provided to
the contrary in this Act, any transaction or property interest affected by or flowing from any
change of nomenclature or any statute amended, repealed, or transferred by this Act and validly
entered into or existing before the effective date of this Act and every right, duty, or interest
flowing from the statute, remains valid after the effective date of this Act and may be terminated,

completed, consummated, or enforced as required or allowed by any statute amended, repealed,
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or transferred by this Act as though the repeal, amendment, or transfer had not occurred. If the
change in nomenclature involves a change in name or designation of any County unit, the
successor unit shall be considered in all respects as having the powers and obligations granted

the former unit.

SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, that except as expressly provided in
this Act, the continuity of every commission, office, department, agency, bureau, division, or
other unit in existence on the effective date of this Act is retained, including any regulations
adopted, personnel decisions made, agreements or contracts executed and known as on the
effective date of this Act. The personnel, records, files, furniture, fixtures, and other properties
and all appropriations, credits, assets, liabilities, and obligations of each retained unit are
continued as the personnel, records, files, furniture, fixtures, properties, appropriations, credits,

assets, liabilities, and obligations of the unit under the laws enacted by this Act.

SECTION 4. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, that except as expressly provided to
the contrary in this Act, any person licensed, registered, certified, or issued a permit or certificate
by any commission, office, department, agency, bureau, division, or other unit established or
continued by any statute amended, repealed, or transferred by this Act is considered for all
purposes to be licensed, registered, certified, or issued a permit or certificate by the appropriate
unit continued under this Act for the duration of the term for which the license, registration,
certification, or permit was issued, and may renew that authorization in accordance with the

appropriate renewal provisions.



SECTION 5. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, that the Charter Review Commission
during its decennial review pursuant to Section 1203 of the Charter, is hereby directed to draft

amendments to the Charter in conformance with this Act.

SECTION 6. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, that this Act, having passed by the

affirmative vote of five members of the County Council, shall take effect on May 3, 2021.
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
